Seals. 


The most amiable fisherman on the West 
Coast of Ireland becomes spiteful and 
malignant when any mention is made of a 
seal. I have seen Clare men who fished 
from a rocky point positively dance with 
rage at sight of a seal, and shake their 
fists at it in a way that promised ill for it 
in the event of its capture. In Donegal it 
is just the same—there is no mercy for a 
seal if it can be killed. In a County Sligo 
village a Visitor, who sat for some time on 
the rocks, Watching with great interest a 
seal that stared at her from a very short 
distance, shaking its head now and then as 
if it could not believe the evidence of its 
eyes, spoke of it quite enthusiastically 
when she Went back to where the men were 
painting the boats. Immediately they 
changed from quiet, amiable people into 
men with a grievance, and one of them said 
—very unreasonably, she thought—‘‘ Why 
didn’t you shoot it, if you saw it so plain?”’ 

One who wrote of the County of Mayo, 
in the year 1876, made mention of the 
seal-shooting that went on all the time, 
and he, too, spoke of the venom with which 
the fishermen attacked the creatures that 
eat so many fish, but are so harmless in 
other ways. Personally, he could not take 
to that form of sport. The seals were 
usually slaughtered while they slept on 
the rocks; but, however badly they might 
be wounded by the bullets, they would con- 
trive soméhow to flop their way into dee 
water, where, the writer says, they showe 
“‘ marvellous alacrity in sinking.’’ The 
ski.. of our common seal is quite worth- 
less, so that the Irish hunter fina not that 
incentive to slaughter.

Grade Mark Forgers. 


Now that a Patents and Designs Act is 
in Operation in the Free State, I wonder 
if a museum like that in the offices of the 
Trade Marks and Design Federation in 
London will be established. There you 
will find all kinds of articles bearing trade 
names which are well ‘known to every 
reader of the newspapers. Yet every one 
of these articles is a ‘‘ fake.’’ They are 
manufactured by swindlers, who use the 
well-established names of old firms in 
order to sell their own commodities, which 
otherwise would have little chance of sale. 
Some of these pirates are foreign manu- 
facturers, and some of the exhibits in the 
museum so closely resemble the products 
whose names they bear that it is difficult 
for any casual observer to see the 
difference. 

The faked articles include everything 
from mustard tins and beer bottles to 
spools of thread and cigarette packets. 
Cigarettes, indeed, are a favourite subject 
for the faker. One brand of cigarette 
which has a wide sale in England and the 
Continent was so closely imitated by a 
Swiss firm that even the original manu- 


between the cigarette packet which he him- 
self was selling and thé faked one. 

The methods these tficksters are 
clever, but the Tradé Marks Federation 
watches caréfully their fakes, and, 
though it is often hard to catch them, the 
forgers of trade mafks eventually pay the 


penalty.

In nearly all the old cities and pro- 
vincial towns to-day (writes a corre 
dent), a similar tale is being told. hat 
were the mansions of the rich and great 
are being converted inté palaces of trade, 
and where once the butler took your hat 
and stick the commissionaire salutes the 
client or the shopwalker escorts the 
customer to a counter. I have come across 
in the Ards peninsula one spot where 
exactly the revérse process has been the 
decree of fate. Ardglass Castle is now a 
lordly residence, but in the first instance 
it was meant for shops. It was in the 
reigh, I believe, of Henry IV. that a 
London company bought up rights in Ard- 
glass, and, coming over, built what were 
known for many yeats as the new works 
at Ardglass. There were thirty-six apart- 
ments, eighteen on each of two storeys. 
Every one of the ground floor plots had a 
small arched door and a large s-uare 
window, clearly designed for commercial 
purposes. At either end were flanking 
towers or castles to protect the traders 
from armed attack. It seems that the 
srection was not put to the use in 
tendea, and English interest in this whit 
elephant had for sole testimony the arms 
of the City of London on a stone slab. 
A propos of this, it is interesting to note 
that the dagger in dexter chief, added to 
London's arms in Richard II.’s reign, is 
absent. The building was more or less 
derelict until Lord Lecale in 1790 made a 
dwelling of it. 


A Forgotten Inn. 


Concealed by the modern frontage of 
Christchurch place lies one of the oldest 
Dublin inns, the once famous “ Phenix 
Tavern,”’ now fallen into disuse, bat in 
sufficient preservation to be used as a 
workshop. Save for “ The Brazen Head '' 
in Bridge street, of which there are 
records in 1629, and which is said to be 
nearly two centuries older, the ‘‘ Phenix ”’ 
is, 1 think, the oldest now existing. 


About 1678 a “ fair house ” was built on 


the foundations of the old city Marshalsea, 
and some seventy years later this 
building came into the hands of James 
Hoey, whoestablished in it the “ Phenix,’’ 
which rapidly beeame one of the fashion- 
able resorts of eighteenth century Dublin. 
It seems to have been used as a kind of 
public banquet hall; for from 1750 
onwards we have records of public dinners 
and meetings held there by such bodies 
as the Grand Lodge of Freemasons. In 
1755 the Society of the Bar of Ireland 
entertained there the Speaker of the Irish 
House of Commons and prominent 
politicians of the day & 


Famous ‘Dinners. 


It is interesting to note that among the 
many clubs which used to foregather here 
was the *‘ Constitutional Society,” a body 
organised in opposition to Lord Townshend 
in 1771. The charge for admission to the 
meetings was one shilling, which included 
attendance and ‘‘ wine moderately dis- 
tributed.’’.. Under the presidency of the 
Reverend Thomas Baldwin, the society 
became go prosperous that they had later 
to take the Fishamble street music hall. 

Another body was the ” Friendly 
Florist Society,” which held its meetings 
and dinners here. In a contemporary 
record wé find that the following prizes 
were given for flower propagation :—

INTERESTING EXHIBITS ON 
VIEW TO-DAY. 


Most of the private collections in the 
country have contributed their chief trea- 
sures to an exhibition of Early Irish Eccle- 
siastical Art, which will be opened in the 
National Museum, Kildare street, Dublin, 
to-day. 

The Keeper of Irish antiquities, Dr. Adolf 
Mahr, is responsible for the assembling of 
this collection of priceless examples of Chris- 
tian art, and he is to be congratulated on 
choosing so fitting a time for such a display. 
lt is an exhibition which should prove of 
the greatest interest to the numerous foreign 
Church dignitaries who are in Dublin this 
week. 

in this, the fifteenth centenary year of 
St. Patrick's coming to Ireland, the Shrine 
of the great apostie’s hand is an exhibit 
which claims first attention. Lent by Dr. 
Daniel Mageean, Bishop of Down and Con. 
nor, this shrine, which is of silver gilt, re- 
presents the hand and forearm of a bishop 
covered by an embroidered and jewelled 
sleeve. It has been dated to the 15th cen- 
tury, but its original casing may go back to 
the late 12th century, because there is evi- 
dence that in the year 1186 the bodies of 
Saints Patrick, Brigid, and Columbkille were 
removed from the grave at Downpatrick by 
Cardinal Vivian in obedience to the com- 
mands of Pope Urban III. and re-interred in 
the Downpatrick Cathedral. 

Some portions of these relics were sent to 
Rome, and others, haying been enghrined, 
were placed in the High Altar of the Cathe- 
dral, amongst these last being the relic of

St. Patrick's hand. 


When the church was 
plundered by Edward Bpuce the relic was 
varried off by his followers, but was re- 
covered after his defeat at Dundalk in 1318. 
It was then entrusted te the care of the 
Magennis family, who were its keepers until 
early .in the 18th century, when it passed 
vt ty through the hands of 
the Russells, thé Nugents, and the McHenrys 
of the Ardes. About the middle of last cen- 
tury it passed into the custody of Dr. Den- 
vir, Bishop of Down and Connor, who re- 
ceived from the Pope, in recognition of his 
splendid work in that diocese, a relic of St. 
Patrick, which is also enshrined in the case. 

No less interesting is -the staff carried by 
St. Patrick, known as the Balcall-losa, or 
Staff of Jesus, which tradition holds to be 
the staff used by Jesus Christ, which came into 
the Saint’s possession. This crosier, which 
is placed on loan in the present instafice 
through the courtesy of the Very Rev. N. 
Cooke, President of St. Patrick’s College. 
Thurles, was removed in the 12th century 
from Armagh to Christ Chureh, Dublin, 
where, in 1537, it was burned by Archbishop 
George Brown. A small portion was, how- 
ever, recovered, and may be seen by visi- 
tors to the Museum this week, 

A fine example of decorative art is that of 
the Misach, an elaborate book-shrine, whose 
records date back as far as 1534, lent by the 
Rev. C. B. Armstrong, Warden of St. 
Columba’s College, Rathfarnham, Co. Dub 
lin. The top of this shrine is covered with 
silver plates and adorned with figures of the 
Virgin, St. Katharine, and othets, whose 
identities cannot be surmised. To the sil. 
ver plates eight oval crystals, in silver fili- 
gree settings, are attached. These settin 
are evidently later additions, and are de- 
corated in the style of the 17th century. 

The famous Limerich mitre and crosier is 
also on view. The mitre is of thin silver 
sheets, gilt and jewelled. Around the borders 
and running vertically through the middle 
of the mitre are the hands on which the 
jewels are set. The spaces between 
jewelled borders and the central band are 
oceupied by flowers composed of a large 
number of pearls. Floral and other motiis 
hig as ineised ornament on the metal of 
t front, while on the back the floral 
ornament is in the form of attached sttids. 
The pendants which hang from the back of 
the mitre are not the original ones. The 
crosier is a remarkable specimen of Gothie 
metal work, — is distinguished from on 
existing examples its h six 
and a half feet.

BELFAST, Monday. 

AS latest developments in the dispute 

between the Free State Government 
and the British authorities relative to the 
Oath and the land annuities have caused 
intense interest in Northern ‘political 
circles. Many of the comments are frankly 
hostile, and there is strong indignation at 
the suggestion that Northern Ireland 
should be compelled to merge into the 
Free State for the formation of an All- 
Ireland Republic. Such an alliance is 
unthinkable to the Northe-n statesmen. 
It would be opposed to the most cherished 
{ ‘itioms of the province, which, as an 
alternative, would much rather be 
— from Westminster as in the old 
ays. 
An aspect of the situation which affects 
the national welfare of the Six Counties 's 
recéiving careful consideration. In the 
unhappy event of the Free State’s with- 
drawing from the British Commonwealth 
of ‘Nations, with the consequent loss vf 
preferential treatment in tariffs, the re- 
sult would be an immediate improvement 
in Northern Ireland livestock trade with 
England. It would also favourably affect 
dairy produce and the bacon industry, 
and it is significant that the pork trade 
of the North is at present receiving ex- 
pert attention from the associations con- 
nected with farming and co-operative 
marketing,. The ‘finistry of Agriculture 
is also preparing for developments along 
scientific lines. 


OUR NAVAL. VISITORS. 


The officers and crews of the warships at 
present in Northern waters, are being 
pleasantly entertained by public bodies 
and private individuals, and they should 
carry away with them happy memories of 
their visit to the North. Various clubs 
have opened their doors to the officers, and 
the rank and file are also being well looked 
after in recreations, including sailing and 
swimming competitions and games. The 
men of the Navy are extremely popular in 
the Six Counties and are always welcome. 

The warships are open daily to visitors, 
and last Saturday Bangor was crowded 
with people anxious to see H.M.S. Hood, 

rhaps the largest warship afloat, while 
peor was also invaded by excursionists, 
who travelled te have a view of the remark- 
able aircraft-carrier Ce. These 
periodical visits of battleships and other 
naval fighting craft give the people some 
idea of Britain’s might, and stimulate the 
national pride in the Empire’s flag—the 
Union Jack. 

On Saturday the Royal Ulster Yacht 
Club provided a race for the gigs, whalers 
and cutters of the Hood, and it was won by 
a whaler steered by a midshipman, while 
the boats steered by a captain and a 
lieutenant-commander were second and 
third respectively.

SUCCESSFUL PAGEANTS. 


The pageants in commemoration of the 
coming of St. Patrick to Ireland 1,500 
years ago, which were organised by the 
diocesan authorities of Down and Connor 
and Dromore, were favoured with ideal 
weather, and were attended by thousands 
of interested people. A repeat perform- 
ance of the Strangford Lough celebration 
was given on Saturday in the Belfast 


Castle grounds, and although the venue 
had not the historic associations of Saul, 
in County Down, the wooded slopes of 
Cavehill made a splendid background for 
the spectacle, so that it lost none of its 
magnificence. Giant trees and the pile of 
castle buildings also gave an old-world 
atmosphere to the ceremonies. i 

The setting seemed fitting for such a 
colourful production, and the story of the 
coming of Patrick, written by Mr. Richard 
Rowley, was dramatically told by the 
characters represented. The costumes gavé 
an air of barbaric splendour to tlie 
ensemble, particularly in the Hall of Tara 
scene, and the promoters and producers 
are to be most cordially congratulated on 
the success of the. pageant. 


TEMPLE OF HEALING. 


The Throne Hospital, which is pleasantly 
situated under the shadow of Cavehil! and 
overlooking Belfast Lough; is a con- 
valescent home for patients from the Royal 
Victoria Hospital. It is visited annually 
by the Working Men’s Committee 
associated with the parent institution, an 
organisation which has done much to 
maintain the high level of this “ temple of 
healing.’’ The members gathered there 
on Saturday last; and were hospitably 
entertained by Mrs. Mackie, wife of Mr. 
James Mackie, D.L., whose interést in the 
hospital is of long standing. 

Some remarkable figures showing the 
growth of the working classes’ support of 
the hospital, were given by Mr. William 
Carsoh, J.P. He pene out t at in the 
year 1852 the workpeople’s subscriptions 
to mark the maintenance of the institution 
were only £300, while in 1931 the contri- 
butions had risén to the splendid sum of 
£22,153. Even that figure, he added, was 
exceeded in the prévious year by £3,194, 
this year's reduction being probably due to 
depression in industry. 

In commenting upon the generosity of 
the workers in this respect several years 
ago, the late Marquess of Dufferin and 
Ava, then President of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, said that if people in other 
walks of life gave as liberally, all the 
financial difficulties of the institution 
would disappear.

Brown, an application was made for the 
cominittal for contempt of Court of Belfast 
billposters and the heads of a printing firm. 
The matter arose out of the printing and 
publishing of a poster calling a meeting of 
protest against the imprisonment of Arthur 
Thornbury and James Connolly, who are at 
present in custody awaiting trial on a charge 
of breaking and entering, and the larceny of 
firearms at Glengormiey on March 17th Jast. 

When the application came before the 
Court last Thursday the printers of the poster, 
Messrs. J. and T. Cahill, Divis street, Belfast. 
were represented by Mr. J. Sparran (in- 
structed by Messrs. D. O’Rorke and Son), 
and the case against Thomas G. Cahill, who 
was alleged to be one of the firm, was struck 
out on the ground that he had no connection 
with it. he further hearing of the case 
against Joseph P. B. Cahill was adjourned 
for the attendance to-day of Daniel Triley, 
who, it was alleged, ordered the posters, 
which were the subject cf the contempt. 

The Court issued bench warrants rpainst 
the billposters, William M‘Curry, Braefoot, 
Hannahstown; Thomas O’Malley, Norfolk 
street, and William Mulholland, Gracehill 
street, 

At to-day’s sitting of the Court, 

Mr. G. Dougherty (instructed by Mr. 
R,. H, Carson, Chief Crown Solicitor) said 
that the conditional order made on Thursday 
was served on Daniel Turley on Saturday 
morning. He did not know whether Turley 
was in court. 

Turley’s name was called by the crier, but 
there was no answer.

Superintendent Martin opposed bail on the 
grounds that since the arrests were made the 
case had taken on a new aspect. 

Mr. Gaffney—You do not. suggest that when 
Mr. Richard O'Connell was arrested he was 
running away from justice? 

The Roseristendeat—1 do suggest it. 

Mr. Gaffney said that the suggestion was 
ridiculons. When the defendants were 
arrested they were proceeding homewards te 
Howth.

ESPITE a three hours téte-2-téte this 
morning between Mr. Ramsay 


Macdonald and M. Herriot, the French. 


Premier, following the latter’s week-end 
visit to Paris, it is becominz more and 
more manifest that there are still funda- 
mental differences between the British 
and French theses in regard to repara- 
tions and war debts. 

Speaking to the French Pressmen, M. 
Herriot said that it was all very well to 
talk in the abstract of wiping the slate 
clean, but France would be sacrificing 
thirty-seven annuities of 365,000, 
reichemarks at 54 per cent., while Great 
Britain would only be foregoing a mere 
60,000,000 reichsmarks in annual pay- 
ments. 

This statement of the position is chiefly 
interesting in that it shows the wide gulf 
still separating the two viewpoints. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that 
matters are not moving with the speed 
that was originally hoped. The initia! 
pace has not been maintained. 

After the remarkable manner in which 
the declaration provisionally continuing 
the inter-Governmental debte holiday was 
run through, it was hoped that other 
fences would be negotiated as easily. 
After this morning’s meeting between Mr. 
Macdonald and M. Herriot it has become 
apparent that the hopes of a settlement 
within, say, ten days have virtually 
vanished. | 

M. Herriot had, apparently, come under 
Right influences during his visit to Paris, 
and his attitude showed some little stif- 
fening. France will not easily forego the 
thought of eventual compensation ‘* when 
the clouds roll by,” and the possibility of 
getting railway bonds from Germany is 
tempting. 

The meeting of the six inviting Powers 
to-day was brief, formal and disappoint- 
ing. It revealed that the plenary meeting 
planned for to-morrow will not be held, in 
order that the private conversations may 


be continued.

Other States are free to join in the 
arrangement on a basis of reciprocity. 

The contracting parties undertake not to 
create any new taxes, and to proceed by 
an annual reduction of ten per cent. of the 
present rates until a certain unspecified 
point has been reached. They also agree 
not to impose any further restrictions. 

It is understood that the ten per cent. 
reductions in the tariffs of Belgium and 
Holland will take place over a period of 
five years.

(under the Hospitals Act of 1961) has 


The report contains some friendly, 
but shrewd, criticisms of the working ol 
the Free State’s voluntary hospitals— 
with special regard, we may suppose, to 
the larger hospitals in Dublin. It regrets 
their lack of any unified policy and ot any 
system of co-operation. This lack was re- 
cognised long ago by some of the leading 
hospitals; from time to time the public 
was informed that’ important schemes of 
amalgamation were afoot. They seem to 
have been abandoned since the sweep- 
stakes opened new sources of income ; and 
the Committee reports that, in its talks 
with the hospital boards, no concrete 
plans for amalgamation were submitted 
to it. This point, however, is not pressed 
in the report, which takes the view that 
a unified policy and sound working ar- 
rangements between the hospitals would 
secure most of the advantages that could 
be gained from amalgamation. The Com- 
mittee’s main criticism concerns the hos- 
pitals’ failure to provide for the large 
and—under the new taxation and tariffs— 
increasing class which rejects charity, but 
is unable to pay for private treatment. 
Dublin’s hospitals have tended—perhaps, 
their circumstances have forced them—to 
concentrate their ministrations upon the 
very poor. The report says that in future 
the hospitals must be prepared to provide 
treatment at reduced cost for all classes 
of patients. It adds, very significantly, 
that, as a result of the sweepstakes, 
‘ample provision ' of this sort ought to 
be possible, and that the Committee in- 
tends to pursue the matter. The hospitals 
cannot ignore’ this notice, which, indeed, 
will be backed by public opinion. By their 
participation. in the sweepstakes some- 
thing of their jealously guarded inde- 
pendence has been. sacrificed. Much is

SCENE OF MEDIEVAL 
BEAUTY. 


Never has Dublin witnessed such bhi 
sive pageantry as that with which the Lord 
Mayor welcomed the Papal Legate on his 
arrival at the gateway to Ireland's capita! 
—and never has Ireland known such a 
welcome. Out of a cloudless sky the sun 
shone down upon a scene of unsurpassable 
colour and beauty. 

For the crowds, which had been waiting 
for hours, the first glimpse of splendour 
came when the Lord Mayor’s four heralds 
arrived at the two gleaming white 
ramparts which marked the entrance to 
the city. Medieval beauty was in their 
colourful tunics of red and white quarter- 
ings, with blue sleeves, which were sur- 
mounted by snow-white wigs. 

Standing one on each of the high towers, 
two of them blew long blasts on their 
trumpets, from which hung bannerets of 
deep blue, fringed with gold, as the Lord 
Mayor and Corporation, in procession, 
came in sight. Two others, standing at 
the head of the stairway which led up to 
the platform. on which the Lord Mayor was 
to voice his welcome to the Legate, sounded 
another clarion call. 

Out of the sky six aeroplanes, in cruci. 
form flight, swooped down and passed over- 
head with a terrific roar of engines, flying 
so low that those underneath felt the swish 
of air as they passed. Again and again 
they repeated the mancuvre. Then came 
a burst of cheering and more blasts from 
the trumpets. The City Marshal, Mr. 
John Shaw, in the livery of his office, and 
other outriders led the civic procession, 
immediately in front of the Lord Mayoral 
coach, which was drawn by six dappled 
grey horses, with a postilion. The beauti- 
ful golden coach, which was in use for civic 
functions a century ago, in the days when 
Daniel O'Connell was Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, but has not been seen before by 
most of Dublin’s present-day citizens, drew 
up with a flourish beside the platform, and 
the Lord Mayor, Alderman Alfred Byrne, 
T.D., stepped out to perform perhaps the 

roudest ceremony of his life. Behind 

im, in a long procession of open motor 
carriages, came the rest of the City Council 
and its officials. 


SABRES AT THE SALUTE. 

At a quarter past four more blasts froin 
the trumpeters greeted the Legate as he 
arrived from Dun Laoghaire in a magni- 
ficant cavalcade, preceded by a mounted 
escort of Free State cavalry, in their uni- 
form of the Congress colours—~bright blue 
tunics and breeches with gold facings, 
and gold plumes nodding from their 
helmets. Riding four deep, they carried 
their sabres at the salute, 

The Lord Mayor left the platform to 
greet the Legate, who was with Mr. de 
Valera, the President of the Free State 
Executive Council, before ‘leading him to 
the Lord Mayoral chair, which occupied 
the centre: of the platform. On the right 
of the Legate sat Mr. de Valera, on his 
left the Archbishop of Dublin, with Mon- 
signor Heylen, the Bishop of Namur, who 
is President of the Permanent Committee 
of Eucharistic Congresses, on Mr. de 
Valera’s right, and Senator Laurence 
O'Neill, former Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
on the left of the Archbishop. 

Cardinal Lauri, genial and kindly, look- 
ing massive in his scarlet soutane and 
head-~<iress, was thus the central figure 
in a display of colour in which 
the purple of the Episcopal robes 
blended with the rich scarlet and 
brown of the robes worn by the Cor- 
porators. Nearly all of the members of 
the Corporation—men and women—were 
in their robes, while most of the others 
wore the civic badge, with blue ribbon, 
which had been presented by the Lor 
Mayor. Senator O'Neill stood out dis- 
tinctly in his gown of blue. 

An additional touch of pageantry to a 
scene already rich in beauty was given 
by the arrival of the Cardinal's two 
Gentlemen in Attendance. With their 
black silk tunics, heavy with jewels and 
gold chains, their white Elizabethan ruffs 
and their grave countenances, they might 
have stepped from the pages of some 
medieval romance, 

Distinguished Dublin citizens were among 
the crowd which lined the beflagged route. 
Among them were the Contessa Van Cutsem, 
Elizabeth Countess of Fingal, the Earl of 
Fingal, Lady Eva Forbes, Sir Nevile Wilkin-

THE ADDRESSES. 

Tremendous enthusiasm greeted the Lord 
Mavor when he rose to deliver a short speech 
of welcome to the Legate. 

The speech was as tollows :— 


‘Your Eminence,—Before I ask the City | 


Manager to offer to you the s ncerest 
welcome of our City, may I be permitted, 
as Lord Mayer of Dublin, officially to 
express something of the sentiments that 
fill every heart to-day. 

‘In the august person of your Eminence, we 
welcome not merely the distinguished 
Cardival, chosen Legate of the Pope, but 
also, and especially, we reverently greet 
the Vicar of Jesus Christ Himself. For, 
to us, Catholics of Dublin and lrishmen, 
your Eminence’ is another Patr ck, 
messenger of * grace and communion with 
the Holy See." In your Eminence we 
ladly recognise the living image of the 
Church, which is one because of the 
supreme authority of the successor of 
St. Peter.

ORD PARMOOR, in answer to a 

request by the Press Association for 

his views on the position in Southern 
Ireland, has replied :— 

“I think that the trouble which has 
arisen between the Government and the 
Irish Free State has been much exag- 
gerated ; but it is a concrete illustration 
of the difficulties which confront the 
League at Geneva in the endeavour to 
promote a more genercus world-spirit of 
peace and co-operation. 

"I do not think that the issue of a 
compulsory oath need seriously affect the 
relationship between Southern Ireland and 
Great Britain if the facts are fairly stated 
and the position fairly understood. 


CO-EQUALITY. 


‘‘ The Constituent Act of 1922 declared 
the South Irish State to be a co-equa! 
member of the community of nations form- 
ing the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
and that all Government authority was 
derived from the people. These terms will 

found expressly provided for in Articles 
1 and 2 of the Act. 

“ Article 17 is the Oath section to 
which objection is taken, but since the 
Constitution Act of 1922, the Statute of 
Westminster has further defined and ex- 
plained the character of the sovereignty 
implied in Dominion status, and the Irish 
Free State is included on equal terms 
among the other Dominions, 

“ When this statute was discussed in 
the British Parliament, there was a strong 
minority in favour of excepting the Irish 
Free State from its full benefit, and in 
cluding a reservation of the Oath section, 
as found in the Act of 1922. In the end 
no reservation was introduced, and for- 
tunately a more generous policy . was 
adopted. The result is that it is wholly 
within the competency of the Irish Free 
State to propose repeal and modification 
of the Oath section, and the proposal now 
made by the Irish Free State is not open 
to the charge of illegality. 


IS IT VIOLATION? 


‘It is said, however, that although the 
Irish Free State is an independent 
sovereign Power, with Dominion status, 
it is violating a solemn treaty promise in 
the proposal to repeal Article 17. No 
doubt, ‘this is a question which requires 
full consideration ; but the answer appears 
to me to be:— 

“1. That, in the absence of reservation in 
the Statute of Westminster, the Treaty 
obligation has no longer its original 
force, and does not raise any critical 
interference with Treaty obligations. 
. That a relationship created under the 
unfortunate conditions which existed 
at the time of the Treaty should not be 
regarded as not open to full recon- 
sideration at the present time. 


‘* EXAGGERATED,” 


whole matter has been exaggerated, and, 
in my opinion, deeper and more permanent 
loyalty can be encouraged by the spirit of 
conciliation than any which depends on 
the maintenance of a compulsory Oath by 
members of the Southern Irish Legisla- 
ture. 

“ In any case, to make this issue a 
matter for complaint or inquiry at Ottawa 
would be certainly a mistake. It would 
be also unadvisable to suggest on this 
account limitations in the trade relation- 
ship between this country and Southern 
Ireland, or to threaten reprisals. 

““I am one of those who hope that the 
spirit of peace and reconciliation may be 
further idoenend at Lausanne and Geneva, 
and that the Government will approach 
the Irish Free State in a spirit of peace 
and reconciliation."’ ,

A POLICY FOR 
STERLING. 


The Times to-day in a leading article 
on “ A Policy for Sterling,”’ stys;—It will 
be one of the tasks of the Ottawa Confer- 
ence to consider how far it is practicable 
for the Empire Governments to co-ordinate 
their. currency policies in the meanwhile, 
with thé object of securing greater 
stability in the exchanges between the 
Empire countries, and to check—if pos- 
sible to reverse—the present disastrous 
tendency of prices. Mr. Chamberlain has 
announced that the Government desire to 
see a rise in wholesale prices in this 
country. That is common ground. What 
is not clear is the relative importance they 
attach to this objective, cnd to the other 
objective which they seem to be pursuing 
without much thought of its effect on 
prices, of keeping sterling on a level ex- 
change with the gold currencies. Might 
it not be better to let the dollar and the 
franc take care of themselves, and 
endeavour to make the British pound 
become once more what gold has ceased to 
be—a consistent measure of real values, 
supplying the world with the stable 
medium of exchange needed for the con- 
duct of international trade? 

A very lucid and interesting letter 
suggests that these objects might be 
attained by the monetisation of silver. 
That suggestion is not uncommon in these 
days. It is certain to be fully discussed 


welcomes 


at the Ottawa Conference. It presents 
certain obvious advantages, but it is by 
no means exhaustive. If sterling were 
given a silver basis, there would still 
remain a danger that the influences which 
have driven gold into hiding in New York 
and Paris would also drive silver in its 
turn, The object, of course, is to facili- 
tate the creation of more credit; but 
‘eredits can be, and are, in fact, being. 
made available to-day without any 
metallic basis, which, indeed, is not 
needed when there is confidence in the 
stability of the currency, and which is apt 
to prove illusory when that confidence is 
shaken, and any appreciable number of 
holders want to “ see the colour of their 
money.” The real difficulty is to restore 
the confidence, without which borrowers 
are unable to use the credits profitably.

The petitioners 
appealed to the Supreme Court against 
Mr. Justice Meredith’s decision, and \that 
Court dismissed the petitioners’ appeal, 
except with regard to the claim for com- 
pensation in the event of discharge of 
retirement. Justices Murnaghan and 
Johnston made some qualifying observa- 
tions in their judgments. 

The questions involved in the dispute 
related chiefly to the construction of a 
number of British Acts of Parliament 
and Orders-in-Council, as well as Acts 
and Orders made by the Free State 
Government. 


MR. DICKIE’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., to-day made an ex- 
planatory statement to the Judicial Com- 
mittee, in which he said that the 
petitioners were members of what was, 
and is at present, the Metropolitan Police 
of Dublin. At first this force-was slightly 
different from the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary, devoting itself entirely to looking 
after Dublin. Under the Act of 1920 this

That 
Act was passed specifically for the pro- 
tection of the police when they were trans- 
ferred.

Under that Act the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary were not immediately to be trans- 
ferred to the new Government. A period 
of three years elansed before they were 
transferred. ‘lhe members of the old force 
were transferred under an Order dated 
April Ist, 1922, with all the rights and 
privileges accorded by tue Acts o! 1383 
and 1920. 
then the Provisional Government. 

The police at that time 
by an Order made unde: the 1919 Act 
and one of the contentions of petitioners 
was that all enactments existing at that 
time were to apply to them, and that when 
they were brought over their position was 
crystallized as it that date.

QUESTION OF RIGHTS.

CARDINAL LAURI IMPARTS 
HIS BLESSING. 


The scenes approaching and within the 
Pro-Cathedral provided a truly grand climax 
to a reception which had been more than 
royal, The streets approaching the Cathedral 
were densely thronged, especially. in Mar)- 
borough street, with a crowd which was 
mainly from the poor, tumble-down. streets 
in the vicinity, but though thé poorest and 
most sorely afflicted in our city’s life, these 
tenement dwellers have demonstrated beyond 
shadow of doubt the wealth and richness of 
the faith that is in them. In these streets, 
into the lavish decorations of which they had 
poured every penny of their scanty posses- 
sion, they now congregated in their thousands, 
men, women and children, and gave voice 
to their emotions as the trumpets heralded 
the arrival of the Pope’s Ambassador. 

The scene within the Pro-Cathedral was 
magnificently impressive. From the lofty 
ceiling were suspended great brass « baskets 
laden with flowers and greenéry, linked 
together with chains ot laurel leaves. The 
beautiful High Altar of pure white marble 
was richly decorated and all aglow with 
lighted candles. Within the altar rails were 
eretted ten thrones, five on the epistle and 
five on the Fe side, in searlet and gold, 
for the Cardinals who will participate in the 
ceremonies of the week. the choir were 
assembled upwards of one hundred visiting 
oi from all parts of the world íor the 
Jongress. Clad in their rich robes, they 
provided a rich; throtbing note of 
colour as they came to tte church from 
the robing rooms across the street. 
Lhey were, for the most part, wearing the 
violet choir soutane with cinctdre and 
tassels, mantelleta and biretta; and they 
formed a great bank of rich colour as: they 
took their places, in the; choir, | Striking 
contrast was provided jm the pure white 
robes of the Abbots, or,fhe brown and greys 
of Bishops of the Otders The Eastern 
Bishop, Dr. Mar Ivanios, wasa striking figure 
as, in robes of coral pink and black, he 
walked up the church with gold cross in 
hand. A vivid splash of. colour was also 

rovided by the Knights of Malta, the 
Marquis Fra Francesco d'Affletto and thé 
Marquis Lorenzo Nicholas in scarlet tunics 
with heavy gold epaulettes. Hundreds of 
clergy in sndw-white surplices or sombre 
habits of Orders filled the rest of the church, 
with the exception of a reserve portion, 
which was given over to members of the 
Ministry, ex-Ministers, Members of the 
Judiciary of the iplomatic Corps in 
Dublin, and distinguished laymen. 

To this crowded congregation the arrival 
of the Papal aunts was first made known by 
a distant muffled cheer which increased 
steadily m volume, until after the end of 
several minutes it ended in a mighty shout 
Fur like thunder, The Papal Legate had 
arrived. 

At the door of the church he was received 
by the Archbishop of Dublin, who was 
accompanied by the members of the Irish 
Hierarchy and the Metropolitan Chapter. 
Through a double line of purple the Legate 
passed into the entrance of the Cathedral, 
and there he knelt whilst being robed, Then,

attire, with black ruffles, and. by the 
Archbishop of Dublin and the Irish 
Hierarchy, the Legate proceeded to the 
High Altar, whilst the Palestrina Cho’: sang 
the devotional hymn Keve Sacerdos Magnus. 
The Cardinal Legate knelt at the KFaldstooi, 
and there followed the singing by the choir 
of the prescribed Antiphon and Versicie, after 
which the Legate ascended the Altar and 
intoned the prayer of the Immaculate 
Conception, which was followed by the 
Responses, after which the Cardinal Láin 
unparted his blessing. 

Aiter the blessing the Legate and the 
assembled Bishops retired. ‘l‘here was a short 
interval, and then the Legate, accompatued 
by the Archbishop of Dublin, drove from the 
Pro-Cathedral to the Archbishop's Palace at 
Drumcondra. Again there was a remarkable 
demonstration on the part of the public, 
countiess thousands of men, women, and 
children lining the route and acclaiming the 
Papal Ambassador.

COLLEGE GREEN. 


A fine, open space, College Green is sur- 
rounded . by, stately . buildings, which 
include ‘the historic old Irish Parliament 
House and the noble fagade of Dublin 
University. . The Houses of Parliament 
are now the offices of the Bank of Ireland, 
but many traces of the old legislature, 
especially of the Irish Lords, are still 

reserved, and can be seen by visitors 

uring office hours—10 a.m. to ó p.m. 


TRINITY COLLEGE, 


Dublin University, or Trinity College, 
was founded in 1591 by Archbishop Loftus. 
In the building there is. the famous 
Library, which contains over a quarter of 
a million volumes. ‘These include manu- 
scripts and books written by Irish saints 
and elaborately ornamented with charac- 
teristic Celtic interlaced work. Chief 
among these is the Book of Kells, while 
there are also such famous books as the 
Book of Armagh, the Book of Dimma and 
the Book of Leinster. 


DUBLIN CASTLE, 


Dublin Castle was the seat of Govern- 
ment in Ireland from the time of Queen 
Elizabeth until the Treaty of 1921. The 
Free State Courts of Justice sat there 
from 1923 until last year, when they were 
transferred back to the Four Courts. In- 
teresting buildings are the Birmingham 
Tower, the: \Wardtobe Tower, and the 
Chapel Royal in the Lower Castle yard. 
In the upper yard are the State apart- 
ments, which have been entirely reno 
vated and prepared for the State recep- 
tion to the Cardinal Legale.

The Church of St. Michan is famous for 
its vaults, which have the curious pro- 
erty of preventing or arresting decay.

Off High street there is Audoen’s Arch, 
the only remaining gateway of the ol!

PHCENIX PARK. 


Phoonix Park has a circumference of 
seven miles, and is twice as big as Hyde 
Park and Regent’s Park put together.

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 


In Dawson street there is the Royal 
Irish Academy, which is a repository for 
valuable Irish MSS. 


OUTLYING DISTRICTS.

rincipal beauty spots are Avoca, Bray, 
Ennis erry, Glendalough, Greystones, 
Powerscourt demesne, Roundwood.

T is a very sharp change coming here from

RODUCING a revolver and pointing 
“Pp it at anybody is a very grevious 
offence,” said Mr. R. J. rd 
Solicitor, in a case at Williamstown (Co. 
Galway) Court, where a prosecution was 
brought by the State against Mr. Blake- 
Kelly, Peace Commissioner, Dundermott 
House, Ballymoe, for having assaulted Guard 
Thomas McMellin, Williamstown, whilst in

Ihe 
defendant produced a certificate, but one of 
the other gentlemen said that he had left his 
certificate at home. He gave his name as 
Cecil F. Kelly, Land Commission Inspector, 
Ballinlough. Witness said that he would 
have to seize the gun in the absence of the 
permit. Defendant thereupon said: “ You 
will not take the gun, and will not get the 
gun.” The defendant pulled from his waist- 
coat pocket a small automatic ls and 
pointed it towards witness, sayin “You 
did not know I had this, and per you 
want to see the permit for this too.’ ape oe 
said the pistol was inted towards him 
within a few yards, and he became frightened 
and nervous, and did not know at time 
whether the pistol was loaded or not. On 
the defendant's suggestion, witness left with 
the others in defendant’s motor car and drove 
to the Guards’ barracks, and the sergeant 
there ascertained over the telephone from 
Bailinlough barracks the number of the certi- 
ficate that Mr. C. F. Kelly had. 


Defendant said that he was a Peace Com- 
missioner since the institution of the Free 
State. He always carried the automatic 
gua ae guar On the date stated he and 

FP. Kelly shot forty-two foxes. 
Witness produced the permits for the Guard, 
and had the pistol in his hand when the 
Guard said that he would take Mr. C. 
Kelly's gun away. Witness told the Guard 
that Mr. C. Kelly had a permit for the gun.

Foreign anxiety has, however, lessened 
since the overthrow of the wore Radical 
Junta, under the influence of Colonel Grove. 
Don Carlos Davila is still preaching State 
Socialism, but the majority of the workers 
are hostile to him, and accuse him of pro- 
American leanings and undue deference to 
foreign interests. 

SANTIAGO, Monday (Censored). 

The Government stated this morning that 
Colonel Grove is among the deportees on 
board the Chilean battleship, Lynch, which 
has already arrived at Robinson Crusoe's 
island, Juan Fernandez. The destination of 
the battleship has not yet, however, been 
revealed. 

Martial law has been declared throughout 
Chile by the Junta, and six thousand 
carbineers have been concentrated here to 
maintain public order, with a particular eye 
on the restive Communists, 

Many civil officials have been replaced by 
soldiers. The Army is operating the Santiago- 
Valparaiso Railway, the employés of which 
have attempted a strike. The railway service 
has been maintained virtually at nortual.

The very excellence of boo 
music call for ability above the ordinary, and 
that the piece was so well prepared is, indeed, 
a tribute to all concerned. 

The coach, Mr. Charles Rose, who worked 
such wonders with his production of '“ The 
Quaker Girly’ has reason to feel gratified with 
his work as seen last night, To him must go 
chief credit for capturing that delightful 
Watteau setting which this marked period 
play requires. In his staging, his dressing 
and general presentation he has left nothing 
to be desired—in these respects the piece is as 
well nigh perfect as could be. And how he 
has licked his principals and chorus into ex- 
pert workmen—something more than that, 
confident and polished artists. 

The Monsieur Beaucaire of Mr. Robert 
McCullagh is an excellent piece of work. The 
player has caught all the subleties the 
character requires, his acting and speech are 
well es ar and eo. and his voice 
is beautifully suited to the part, a nice, 
round, full tenor, well over the music all 
the time, and never at any. moment strained. 

There is splendid support for Beaucaire 
forthcoming from Mr. et Flood in the 
part of Plilip. This young tenor continues 
to show improvement, his voice. particularly 
seeming to reflect his growing confidence. 
With them Mr. Robert Irwin shared the 
male vocal honours in the character of the 
villainous Duke of Winterset. The music

Miss White just looked the part, 
eliest, sweetest lady in all the 
simple, sweet and dainty in her 

every word and act; whilst her singing, 
especially in. the earher scenes, was 
good, though not quite the best she can 
do, However, she will be all right during 
the week. Miss Cranfield lived up to the 
reputation she has created for herself in both 
recent productions of the Society. She had 
not, perhaps, the same scope, but she got 
every ounce out of the part. and was very 
successful in her songs, especially that with 
the male chorus, which was not alone a 
very clever number, but a lovely piece of 
stage work. 

Mention has been made of the dressing, 
but it bears repetition. The period atmos- 
phere created was admirable, and the changes 
of dresses, especially of the ladies, simply 
delightful. In their work the chorus gave 
that enthusiasm. which is always so pro 
nounced a feature of the Society’s work. 
They all enter wholeheartedly into every 
little thing they do, appreciating, no doubt, 
that the team spirit is the thing efter all 
that tells. Their singing was very good, 
especially that lovely pianissimo accompani- 
ment sung off stage to Beducaire’s haunt- 
ing melody ‘“‘ Under the Moon.” 

Mr. T. H. Weaving conducted, and held 
the work together splendidly. 

It is a show that will undoubtedly fill the: 
Gaiety Theatre during the week, and one 
feels just a little touch of pride that visitors 
to Dublin have this opportunity to judge 
just what these accomplished amateurs can 
accomplish. They have reached a standard

DISARMAMENT 
PROGRESS. 


SECRET CONCLAVES TO 
REMOVE OBSTACLES. 
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From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Monday. 

For four hours today, in morning and 
afternoon secret conclaves, leading represen- 
tatives of Great ‘3ritain, France and the 
United States have »een engaged im a search 
for a way out of the disarmament tmpasse, 
and, although the utmost reserve is main- 
tained, there is reason to believe that pro- 
gress has been made towards general agree- 
ment. 

The importance of the parleys may be 
judged from the fact that Sir John Simon, 
ord Londonderry and Sir Herbert Samuel 
represented Great Britain; MM.  Paul- 
Boncour, Massigli and M. de Jouvenel spoke 
for France, while at the afternoon meeting 
the United States delegates, Senator Swanson, 
Mr. Norman Davis and Mr. Hugh R. Wilson 
were ioited by Mr. Hugh Gibson, the prin« 
cipal American representative. 
The whole field of disarmament was 
reviewed to-day, and to-night the British 
Foreign Secretary is returning to Lausanne 
to report to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. He will 
be back in Geneva to-morrow for the two 
further meetings that it has been decided 
to hold. 

In British circles last evening it was 


learned that good progress was made in to- . 


day's conversations in a number of direc 
tions. Stress is laid on the fact that no 
decisions have been taken, and that the 
other delegations, including the representa- 
tives of the Dominions, are being informed of 
the progress achieved. As soon as general 
agreement has been reached in the present 
Three-Power conversations, the other delega- 
tions to the Disarmament Conference will be 
invited to join in the discussions.
